OLD-FASHIONED VIRTUES 


_ The state of Florida wants industries which are suited to 
its resources and climate. These industries are not of the 
‘‘smoke-stack’’ variety — Florida hasn't the raw materials 
they need. Instead, enterprises which require small amounts of 
raw materials and the work of many technicians and crafts- 
men are desired. Watchmaking is cited as one example. 

A few months ago, Gov. Fuller Warren of that state did 
something concrete to turn the desire into reality. He formed 
a Florida Industrial Development Council. He staffed it with 
nine of the state’s outstanding industrialists, along with the 
heads of various public and private research agencies. Of 
great importance, the Council is 100 per cent non-partisan and 
non-political. The Governor and some of the members are on 
opposite sides of the political fence. It is to the Governor’s 
credit that, regardless of this, he picked the best men avail- 
able and set them to work. 

Much progress has been reported so far —- new payrolls 
are coming to the state, Industry, agriculture and the tourist 
business are to be locked together to give Florida year-round 
stability of income. 

Here is a fine illustration of how those old-fashioned vir- 
tues of local initiative and self-reliance still work. Florida had 
an economic, problem — but she didn’t run to the Federal 
government for help. She figured out how to solve that prob- 
lem with her: own resources and acted. If that spirit were more 
prevalent, this country would be in a far sounder condition.

FINN PRESIDENT WINNING VOTE 


HELSINKI, Finland (UP)—President Juho K. Paasikivi, target 
of recent Soviet press attacks, appeared certain today to win re- 
election in Finland’s first presidential elections since 1937. 


GEN. ARNOLD MAKES LAST FLIGHT 

HAMILTON AIR FORCE BASE (UP)—Gen. Henry H. (Hap) 
Arnold, wartime commander of the U. S. Air Forces, began his last 
flight last night. An Air Force C-54 carrying the late general’s body 
back to Washington, D. C., for burial at Arlington National cemetery 
took off from this west coast air base at 5:44 p.m. (PST) after 
memorial services witnessed by 3,000 persons. 


NATIONALISTS BOMB CANTON 


HONG KONG(UP)—Nationalist warplanes bombed Communist- 
held Canton heavily yesterday, reports reaching Hong Kong said to- 
day. The attacks were described as the longest and heaviest since 
the Communists occupied the city last October. 


RUSS WALK OUT AGAIN OVER POW'S 


TOKYO (UP)—The Russians waiked out of the Allied Council 
today for the third straight time, refusing to answer American and 
British charges that they have allowed 370,000 Japanese prisoners 
of war to die or become “permanently enslaved.” The walkout abrup- 
tly shut off any fireworks over an anticipated Soviet challenge of Na- 
tionalist: China’s right to a seat on the council for Japan. 


MORE NATIONALIZATION AHEAD 


LONDON . (UP)—Britain’s ruling Labor party announced last 
night that if returned to power in the Feb. 23 general election it 
wil! nationalize sugar and cement, meat, fruit and vegetable whole- 
saling, water supplies and “gil suitable minerals.” Private enterprise 
in other fields will be encouraged, the Laborite platform promised, 
but the government will establish state-owned concerns to compete 
with any privately-owned firms failing “to meet the public interest.” 


UAW REJECTS $100 PENSION PLAN 


DETROIT (UP)—Chrysler corporation yesterday offered its 90,- 
000 production employes $100 monthly retirement benefits, but the 
Cl) ‘United Auto Workers immediately rejected the proposal as “in- 
adequate.” The ‘union action increased the possibility of a nationwide 
Chrysler walkout, which could begin as early as Jan. 25. 


HISS CASE GOES TO JURY FRIDAY 


NEW YORK (UP)—The government and the defense rested yes- 
terday in the second Alger Hiss perjury trial. On Friday, for the 
second time in seven months, 12 jurors will be asked to decide the 
controversial question — who was lying, Hiss or Whittaker Chambers. 


TRUMAN PLEDGES CIVIL RIGHTS FIGHT 


WASHINGTON (UP)—President Truman. pledged yesterday. that 
his senate leaders will fight “all summer” if necessary to get a vote 
on ‘his civi! rights program. He said he ig doing “everything pos- 
sible” to get it passed and that members of congress should be forced 
to stand up and be counted on the issue.

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Americans Seize 
Old Soviet Rail 
HQ in Berlin 


BERLIN (UP) — Two Am- 
erican army officers and 50 
West Berlin police last night 
seized a U. S. sector building 
formerly used as operating 
headquarters for the Soviet- 
zone railway, Russian author- 
ities immediately protested. 
_U.S. officials said they took 


over the structure because it 
contained 600 offices that had 
not been used since the Berlin 
rail strike early last summer. 

It still contains the railroad’s 
main telephone switchboard, but 
the Americans said the switch- 
board had not been seized and 
still was being operated for the 
Russians. 


HAMPER TRAFFIC 

The Soviet Officials charged 
that the American action seri- 
ously hampered traffic. 

The police and two officers 
took over the building without 
difficulty or violence. They seized 
and disarmed seven German po- 
lice from the Soviet zone. Five 
American zone pclice later 
guarded the building. 

Meanwhile, American authori- 
ties accused Russia of secretly 
holding 400,000 German prisoners 
of war as slave laborers in viola- 
tion of written _ international 
promises. 


CONTINUE CRACK-DOWN 
Communist leaders warned that 
eastern Germany would continue 
to crack down vigorously on al- 
leged western “agents,” despite 
a Soviet decision to liquidate three 
big internment camps in the east- 
ern zone. ‘ 
The American charge refuted 
recent Communist. accusations 
that the United States and France 
had hidden or destroyed war rec- 
ords that would show that hun- 
dreds of thousands of German 
soldiers regarded as prisoners in 
Russia were actually dead. 


Violence Rages 
In Coal Fields 


PITTSBURGH (UP)—Shooting, 
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dynamiting broke 
out in the soft coal fields yester- 
day as a “no contract, no work” 
strike spread to six states idling 
89,00Q miners and threatening to 
cut off power to 2,000 industries 
here. 

Angry pickets toured the fields 
closing’ mine after mine, and a 
striking miner in Ohio was killed 
when he tried to stop a loaded 
coal truck. It was the first death 
in the strike, but restiveness was 
growing and indications were that 
more miners would walk out to- 
day. 

The seriousness of the coal situ- 
ation was pointed up in Pitts- 
burgh, Where steel mills. and 
other industries might have to 
close later this week because of 
the fuel shortage.

Wabash Crashes 


Levee as Floods 
Spread in South 


CHICAGO (UP) — The swollen 
Wabash River crashed through 4 
levee at Lawrenceville, Ill, last 
night as floods spread in Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee and the Mis- 
sissippi River threatened 12,000 
Missouri residents. : 

A flood tide from the Wabash 
River six feet above the ground 
level, gushed into a 250-square- 
mile area, much of which already 
was under water from the river’s 
tributaries. 

Most of the 100 families im- 
mediately in the path of the néw 
Wabash flood, already have been 
evacuated, but the flood water 





was spreading toward St. Francis* | 


ville; Russelivillé, and Billet,” 1.,” 
and parts of Lawrenceville. The 
main section of Lawrenceville is 
on a hill, back from the river. 

Police reported that six Soldiers 
patrolling the Lawrenceville levee 
were nearly caught when a six- 
foot crack developed. The men 
escaped to a railroad embank- 
ment. Two hours later, the break 
was 100 feet wide. 

Across the river from the 
broken levee, the swollen Wabash 
lapped nearly to the top of a 
weakening levee at Vincennes, 
Ind. Thousands of volunteers 
hoped the Lawrenceville break 
would relieve pressure on the Vin- 
cennes flood wall.

Decision to Make 
Hydrogen Bomb 
Hinges on Russ 


WASHINGTON (UP) — Presi- 
dent .Truman's momentous deci- 
sion on whether the United States 
should make a hydrogen bomb — 
the world’s most awesome wea- 
pon — was reported yesterday to 
hinge on whether Russia will come 
to terms on atomic energy con- 
trol. 

Informed quarters said Mr. 
Truman will decide “in the near 
future” about asking congress for 
funds to attempt construction of 
the superbomb which would be 
1,000 times more destructive than 
present A-bombs. 

He reportedly is being urged by 
some of his advisers to make one 
more approach to Russia on the 
deadlocked atomic control ques- 
tion before the die is cast. Russia 
so far has blocked all United Na- 
tions attempts to get world agree- 


ment on a “foolproof” control 
plan.

To Meet Friday 


A wide range of current prob- 
lems affecting ex-servicemen will 
be discussed in Sacramento on 
Friday when the (California Asso- 
ciation of County Service Officers 
holds a quarterly business meet- 
ing and conference.

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Ontario City Council last 
night introduced a proposed 
ordinance to control smudge 
n the city. 

The second reading will be 
heard on January 23 at an ad- 
journed meeting of the coun- 
cil. Under law five days must 
elapse between readings be- 
fore formal adoption. 

The ordinance in its present 
form met with the approval of 
householders and with citrus 
growers with one exception. 
The citrusmen felt that Section 
1 of the ordinance in which 
smudging is banned in resi- 
dential areas is unfair to the 


grower. 

The feeling is that the men who 
have already saved their crop by 
smudging and have spent lots of 
money in doing so, shouldn’t have 
the risk of losing it if another 
freeze comes. 

It is a matter of principle, 
whether there ‘be one or 100 acres 
of smudging in this zone, said one 
of the growers. There is too 
much smudging to the north and 
east of this territory for firing 
to matter much here. 
DON’T RUSH IT 

Gilbert Benson, who was on the 
committee appointed by Mayor 
Boles, told the group: “We are 
running around in circles, again. 
We can’t rush this thing. A few 
more days of consideration cn the 
part of the committee would be 
the best thing to do.” 

Chief objection on the part of 
the householders was to the en- 
forcement of the ordinance. There 
was question as to the power of 
the council, police department, 
and fire department, to see that 
the violators of the ordinance 
were apprehended and dealt with. 

“Once this ordinance is made 
law, we promise it will be en- 
forced,” stated Maycr Boles. 
POSSIBLE INJUNCTION 

There was also question as to 
whether the ordinance would be 
enjoined after passage. Council- 
man Miller Dietz pointed out that 
a chance is taken on any ordi- 
nance when it is enacted, and that 
anyone can seek to set aside an 
ordinance. 

T. S. Duck, speaking for the 
irate householders, said that with 
all the organization within the 
citrus associations of which many 
growers are members, there 
should have been some concrete 
program made up earlier by those 


parties to combat smudge. He 
felt that the ordinance should be 
adopted.

Violators Out 


CHICAGO (UP) — Violators of 
the NCAA “sanity code,” who 
escaped expulsion last week still 
will be prohibited from participat- 
ing in future NCAA tournaments 
or scheduling future athletic con- 
tests with members, an official 
statement revealed ‘yesterday. 

The statement, prepared by 
President (Hugh Willett of South- 
ern California and Secretary- 
Treasurer Kenneth L. Wilson of 
the Big Ten, said that the vic- 
lators were not in ‘good stand- 
ing, by their own admission,” and 
thus would be barred from com- 
petition under the association’s 
constitution. 

Institutions involved are the 
University of Virginia, Virginia 
Military Institute, Virginia Poly- 
technic Institute, University cf 
Maryland, Boston ‘Wollege, and 
Villanova. The seventh school 
cited for ‘sanity code” violation, 
the Citadel, resigned from the 
NCAA, but still would be barred 
from future games with members. 
The NCAA constitution forbids 
members to compete with schools 
not complying with the code. 

The seven schools were cited by 
the NCAA compliance committee 
for violation of the code, but the 
move to expel them at last week’s 
NCAA convention failed. 

Although the convention adop- 
ted a resolution specifying that 
no further action be taken in the 
matter of the violating schools, 
Wilson said yesterday’s statement 
was not in conflict with the reso- 


| lution. 


He said the resolution’s word- 
ing of “further action’ referred 
only to the matter of expulsion 
of the schools.

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JOE LOUIS AND 1950 

LOS ANGELES — Just what 
plans Joe Louis has for the rest 
of 1950 is anybody’s guess—in- 
cluding Joe’s. But you can enter 
one sure answer-—if Joe fights 
again, it will be a morbid spec- 
tacle that only the morbid in 
heart would care to see. 

In recent months, Louis has 
‘been working beyond exhibition 
purposes to get back in shape. 
He has been doing road work ‘of 
fair proportions and.a. certain 
amount of gymnasium boxing. He 
has gotten his weight down to 
223. He is still the best heavy- 
weight fighter in the world, and 
he can still punch. But with ali 
his many ‘boxing exhibitions, he 
hasn’t improved his lost speed by 
a split second, and he is still no 
treat to watch. He ‘still looks 
fat and he acts fat. He can move 
around Just fast enough to over- 
take a ‘hydrant. 

Louis was never the fastest of 
heavyweights. He had a pair of 
fast-moving fists, but on his feet 
he was no Corbett or Conn or 
Dempsey. Joe was not the fast- 
moving type when he was 25 and 
weighed 202 pounds. Add 10 years 
and 20 pounds to this combination 
and there’s a good reason why 
he hasn’t retained even this for- 
mer speed. 

Such able fighters as Dempsey 
and Tunney believe Louis, would 
be a sure thing over Ezzard 
Charlies. But both also believe it 
would be a melancholy sight. So 
do most of the sport experts 
around Lcs Angeles who have 
seen Louis in training and also 
in his exhibition boxing. 

Louis at one time, according to 
his friends, was well over 240 
pounds. One pal puts it at 250. 
As one grows older, he discovers 


jit isn’t as easy to take off weight 


as it used to be. Flesh and fat 


{have a way of hanging on with 





a tight grip as the years roll by. 
Out this way, everyone seems to 
believe that Louis will fight again 
if he can get in better shape. 

He might slice‘off a few more 
pounds—but where:is he going to 
find that lost speed? Or rather, 
how is he going to lose that slow- 
motion form of pursuit which 
the added years have brought on? 
The only answer is that there is 
no real heavyweight of champion- 
ship caliber in the world today. 
Louis isn’t and neither is Ezzard 
Charles, although these two are 
the best of a somewhat sordid 
lot. 

What is the best paying game 
for a young athlete to adopt in 
the way of a career? Boxing, pro 
football, baseball, golf; hockey, 
basketball or tennis? 

For the champion or the few, 
boxing might lead the list—pro- 
vided you can be a Dempsey, Tun- 
ney or Louis. But boxing is no 
game,to pick unless you are to 
have your brains scrambled and 
like the idea of walking on your 
heels. 


Certainly, for a limited few, 
the answer is tennis. Jack 
Kramer and Pancho Gonzales 


rolled into Los Angeles a’ few 
days ago, and they were better 
loaded with “pieces of eight” and 
“gold bullion” than any Spanish 


galleon that might have followed | 


Cclumbus across. 

From the best estimate we can 
round up, Jack Kramer, in less 
than a year and a half, has al- 
ready collected over $200,000 and 
is still far from the bottom of 
the well. Pancho Gonzales, a 
Mexican kid barely over 21, is al- 
ready banking $50,000. The 
Kramer-Gonzales tour so far has 
drawn over $500,000. And it is 
only three months old.

Farm Work Outlook 
Dim for Two Months 


Total farm empioyment in Cali- 
fornia during the first week of 
January was approximately 375,- 
000, virtually unchanged from the 
level of the corresponding week 
in 1949, Edward F. Hayes, chief 
of farm placement for the State 
Department of Employment, told 
the State Board of Agriculture in 
Sacramento yesterday. 

Composition of the farm labor 
torce, however, was somewhat 
changed, Hayes said. Family and 
hired year-around workers in- 
creased about eight per cent, lo- 
cal temporary workers were the 
same, and the number of migrants 
decreased by about 20 per cent. 
There 'were 9,000 fewer migrants 
working on farms January 7, 
1950, than on the same date in 
1949, although total employment 
in cotton, the crop using the most 
migrant labor, 
less. 

Hayes said the outlook is for 
a sharp decline in agricultural 
employment during the rest of 
January and February, with the 
normal upswing in spring activ- 
ity not expected until late March 
or early April.

‘It Will Produce 


Did you know that when you 
“throw another log on the fire” 
you can choose its fragrance, the 
amount of heat and smoke it will 


| produce — and even the color of 
|its flame — almost as freely as 
you choose your perfume? All 


| these characteristics depend up 
on the species of tree your logs 
were cut from. 

“The American people, in all 
parts of the country, haye the 
finest fuel woods in the world,” 
Says an article in the January 
issue of Good Housekeeping maga- 
zine. The author, who reports that 
Americans burn about 45,000,000 
cords of firewood a year, lists 
jheat values of 35 MsFrrent Winas 
of wood and other burning charac- 
heaps of the best known. 

According to the article, elm 
|uses up more heat than it gives 
;out; hemlock, spruce, tamsrack 
and balsam make a fine, hot blaze, 
| but display a fireworks of sparks; 
|sapwoods of red gum and white 
oak burn quietly until the heat 
|strikes the heartwood and then’ 
explode in red-hot low-flying 
chunks. Paper birch, says the

“No reputable citrus grower 
could or would take any other 
Stand than the enforcement of pre- 
sent laws on smudge control.” 

That was the opinion of Robbins 
Russel, general manager of Mn- 
tual Orange Distributors, yester- 
day as the “battle of ‘the smudge” 
reached virtually statewide pro- 
portions.
